Good Roads to West 
Plum Grove Subdivision 


Cook 
county's 
largest 
single 
road program, w’hich was undertak­ 
en with a Public Works Adminis­ 
tration grant of $2,925,000, 45 per 
cent of its total cost of $6,500,000, 
is now* 70 per cent complete and 
will be entirely finished by Decem­ 
ber 15. Announcement of the sta­ 
tus of the program wras made to­ 
day by Carl H. Bauer, State Direct­ 
or of the Public Works Administra­ 
tion, following an inspection of the 
roads. 
; 
The road construction is in both 
urban and country sections of the 
county, numerous streets in Chi­ 
cago having been improved under 
the program. On the basis of stand­ 
ard 20 foot width 
paving, there 
will be 57.24 miles of concrete pav­ 
ing and 75.55 miles of bituminous 
roads built. The total of 132. <9 
miles is equivalent to a road from 
Chicago to Peoria, or sufficient to 
meet the needs of a city of 200,000 
population.

The Spaniards at one stage in 
their history were very active in 
foreign trade. And for this trade a 
standard coin was required—hence 
those “pieces-of-eight” This was 
known as the “Spanish dollar” or 
“peso dure”—meaning “hard coin” 
in Spanish. It was equivalent to 
eight “reals” or shillings. The dol­ 
lar sign— $— was suggested by the

Mr. Rang, speaking from a life­ 
time of experience in the Chicago 
system,

gave an account of the immense 
percentage of night work require 
in the 
postoffice because 
of the ; 
mailing habits of the public. 
He 
portrayed the complete reliability j 
of the department which permits j 
the American to drop a letter in a j 
box and forget about it, secure in ■ 
the knowledge that it will reac.i | 
its destination. Also very interest­ 
ing was 
his description 
of the 
kinds of w'ork done by postal em­ 
ployees, who sort mail into vari­ 
ous categories at almost unbeliev­ 
able speed. These categories have 
peculiar trade names, 
as “mud , 
“stiffs”, “graveyard”, and others. 
The inspector’s work, said Mr. 
Rang, is of tw'o kinds. 
He must 
check losses from the rare person 
of dishonest habits who gets into 
the service for a brief stay, and 
he must put a 
stop to outsiders 
who use the mails to defraud. 
Both tasks are 
relatively sim­ 
ple of 
accomplishment, although | 
frequently 
requiring 
s e v e r a l | 
months’ time. 
But in the end the 
inspectors get their men. 
Carrier work, simple as it may 
seem to the outsider, has its com­ 
plexities. 
Mr. Rang told of the 
accuracy required and of the de­

A child can 
not keep up with the class that has 
been slowed up by poor vision.
